F. C. S. Schiller. His contribution here entitled Professor Schiller, 
An Appreciation was read at the Memorial Exercises conducted in 
honor of Librarian Eva L. Fitch and Professor Schiller. 


Possibly no layman could better formulate into words our com- 
mon regard for Professor Schiller: A Man and Friend than Louis J. 
Hopkins, one of the founders of the School of Philosophy and an 
Associate of California Institute of Technology. Mr. Hopkins espe- 
cially prized Professor Schiller’s philosophy, but even more Profes- 
sor Schiller himself, and he shares with us something of the personal 
background and incidents of his high esteem. 


The second posthumous article of the Late F. C. S. Schiller in 
the series entitled The Personalistic Implications of Humanism 
testifies again to the deathlessness of great ideas. Logical and 
Epistemological Implications of Humanism might be called Pro- 
fessor Schiller’s valedictory, although in fact their zest and vigor 
become better his salutatory. 


Professor C. C. Hahn, Ewha College, Seoul, Korea, in Js Oriental 
Thought Impersonal? undertakes the difficult task of accommodat- 
ing the thought of one culture to the concepts of another. This 
effort is facilitated however by the oriental character of Professor 
Hahn’s native background and his experience in western universities. 


“Men do not see what they will not see” affects the status of the 
recurring problem Concerning Purpose in Nature, according to 
Henry H. Knox, who discusses the question in the interest of a 
wider application of purpose to the study of nature. 


The inevitable disagreement among philosophers is instanced 
once more by Professor Peter A. Bertocci, Bates College, who dis- 
agrees with the disagreement between Professor H. N. Wieman and 
Professor R. H. Calhoun. The discussion entitled Is Wieman 


Empirical Enough? is an examination of the meaning of religious 
empiricism. 


Professor Dale H. Moore, Department of Religion, Lafayette 
College, thinks that the inadequacy of Durkheim’s hee of 
Religion is due In part to oversimplification. Professor Moore’s 
contention that religion is more than “a social institution” or that 


religious knowledge is more than “a form of sociology” is herein 
defended.
